Acco rding to to day ’s Indianapo lis 
Slar, the co ro ner o f Mario n co u nty , 
fo llo wing an inv estigatio n, asserted 
that Mr. Hu ffman 
had 
co mmitted 
su icide and that 
bu siness 
tro u ble 


w a s the cau se o f the act. 
Members 
o f the family maintain that he had 
taken the po iso n by 
mistake, 
lie 
had been in ill health fo r abo u t eight 
mo nths becau se o f a stro ke o f pa­ 
raly sis and had no t been able to a t­ 
tend to his bu siness. 


The po iso n 
Mr. Hu ffman 
drank 


w a s o btained fro m a dru g sto re near 
the Knickerbo cker, where he 
pu r­ 


c h a se d a 15-eent 
flask. 
He 
was 
fo u nd, ju st after lu nch time, by 
M rs. 
Hu ffman, who had been o u t o f her 
hu sband's ro o m fo r so me time. 
The 
bo ttle that had co ntained the po iso n 
was fo u nd empty and it is believ ed 
he drank its entire co ntents. 
Mrs. Hu ffman fo u nd her hu sband 
ly ing insensible o n a co u ch and ran 
screaming fo r help. 
Dr. C. 1». Me- 
Cu llo ch was called and later sev eral 
o ther phy sicians were su mmo ned fo r 
a co nsu ltatio n.

was 
apparent 
fro m the first that 
Mr. Ilu ifman’s 
life co u ld no t be sav ed. 
He 
died 
witho u t regaining Ins senses.

W ashington, J unelS.— 
Cut 
the 
grass frequently leave the cuttings 
where they fall and do not use an 
iron rake unless grass or clover seed 
is to be planted, is the advice of the 
Departm ent of Agriculture experts 
in a bulletin, 
just issued, on the 
proper care of lawns. 


Landscape gardners of the D e­ 
partment declare also 
that 
lawn 
mowers should be set high so that 
the grass will not be cropped close. 
They declare 
raking 
or 
sweeping 
disturbs the soil and 
that if 
the 
clipped grass rem ains where it drops 
it will form protection to the roots 
and keep the lawn in good condition 
during dry weather.

efficiency of any cure for hog chol­ 
era and do not 
recommend 
any . 
Under certain conditions farm ers are 
urged to protect their stock 
with 
anti-hoy : cholera serum. 


The problem of farm labor is now 
being su ccessfully dealt with by the 
Department of Labor. 
Its first step w as taken only re­ 
cently when an effort was made to 
supply Oklahoma with between 12,- 
000 
to 
15,000 
harvest 
hands. 
Through the co-operation of P ost­ 
m aster General 
Burleson 
n otices 
were posted in 10,000 
postoffiees, 
telling about Oaklahoma's plea for 
workers for from four to six months 
this summer. 
The w ages to be paid 
vary from $3 to $3.50 per day . 


Elated by the results of its first 
experim ents the Department of A gri­ 
culture today enthusiastically 
en­ 
dorsed the “ bedding-out” sy stem for 
w estern sheep ranges. 
As the name 
indicates the herder 
perm its 
his 
sheep to sleep wherever the sheep 
find them selves at nightfall. 
For­ 
merly all sheep in a given flock were 
driven to one resting place. 
“ Through 
experim ents 
oil 
the 


national forest ranges,” the D epart­ 
ment states, “ the lambs from bedded 


out bands were five pounds heavier 
on an average at the « nd of the sea­ 
son than those which were trailed 
to and fro established 
bedgronnds. 
The rtnge can carry from 10 to 25 
percent more sheep than when so 
much is trampled out in traveling 
back and forth. 
“ D isadvantage to the old sy stem 
were tw ofold; those to the forage 
and those to the sheep. 
The forage 
suffered by being trampled badly , 
and being actually destroy ed at and 
near the bed grounds; the sheep lost 


weight in g°ing to and 
from 
the 
cam ps, and in dry weather suffered 
from dust and crowding. 
“ Sheepmen have m aintained that 
the close herding sy stem so long in 
use w as necessary to prevent losses 
from stray ing, and from the ravages 
of wolves, coy otes or mountain lions. 
Experim ents of the service show that 
stray ing can be prevented, and one 
band in the P ay ette forest, 
Idaho, 
which grazed in timber and brush 
practically the entire summer, lost 
only four head; in this, as An the 
m ajority of cases, the loss under the 
new sy stem was less than under the 
old one of clpse herding.” 


The United States Forest Service 
has undertaken the reforestation of 
a large section in Northern Idaho 
destroy ed by forest fires in 19 10, to 
determine whether the destruction of 
trees decrease the flow of stream s. 
R esidents of W allace, Idaho claim 
that the destruction of the forests 
near there h as alm ost caused a water 
fam ine in the locality . 
The flow of 
one stream , they declared, w as cut 
from one thousand m iners’ inches— 
the unit of 
measurem ent— to 
less 
than 250 miners inches.

Rules Given to Convince Farmers 
There Is No Magic About Credit 


Five rules designed to 
convince 
farm ers that there is no magic about 
credit are set 
down 
in 
Farm ers' 
Bulletin 59 3, “ How 
to 
Use 
Farm 
Credit,” which the department of ag­ 
riculture has just published. 
Unless 
the farm er who is thinking of bor­ 
rowing 
money 
fully 
understands 
these rules and is willing to he guid­ 
ed by them, the Government’s advice 
to them is: 
don’t. 
As it is. 
there 
are probably alm ost as many far ­ 
mers in this country who are suffer­ 
ing from too much as from too little 


credit. 


Of these rules the three m ost im­ 
portant are: 


1. 
Make sure that the purpose for 
which the borrowed money is to he 
used will produce a return 
greater 
than needed to pay the debt. 


2. 
The length of time the debt is 
to run should have a close relation 
to the productive life of the im prove­ 
ment for which the money is borrow­ 
ed. 


3. 
Provision should he made in 
long-tim e loans for the gradual re­ 
duction of the principal. 
The first rule is. of course, 
the 
key to the use of credit. 
Between 
borrowing money to spend on on e ’s 
self and borrowing money to 
buy 


equipment of some sort with which 
to make more money there is all the 
difference between folly 
and 
fore­ 
sight, extravagance 
and thrift. 
If 
the money is borrowed for 
a wise 
purpose it will produce enough 
to 
pay hack principal and interest and 
leave a fair margin of profit for the 


borrower into the bargain.

will produce nothing and ron>equent- 
ly there will be nothing with which to 
repay the loan. 
From this point qf 
view it m atters com paratively 
little 
Whether the interest he high or low. 
It is the repay m ent of the principal 
that is the chief difficulty . 


Rules 2 and 3 deal with the most 


satisfactory w ay s of repay m ent. U n­ 
derneath them both 
is 
the 
same 
p rinciple: 
The loan must be repaid 
with the money it earns itself. 
For 
exam ple, if the money is used to buy 
a m achine that will last 10 y ears, the 
m achine must earn enough in that 
time to pay for itself or it never will. 
The loan, therefore, should be entire­ 
ly repaid before the 10 y ears are up 
or the farm er will lost money on the 
transaction, pay ing oift interest for 
no benefit in return. 
On the other 
hand, if too early a date is vet for 
repay m ent, the machine 
will 
not 
have had sufficient 
opportunity 
to 
make the requisite m oney and the 
borrower may have difficulty in rais­ 
ing it elsewhere. 
Rule 3 provides for 
some form of am ortization, the 
s y s ­ 
tem by which the principal is repaid 
in installm ents so that the 
amount 
of the loan is continually diiuinishng 
and in 
consequence 
the 
interest 
charges also. 
Such a sy stem is quite 
feasible when the loan is really pro­ 
ductive, when it returns to the bor­ 
rower a detinite revenue each y ear. 
Tables show ing the 
pay m ents 
re­ 
quired to pay off principal and in­ 
terest in vary ing periods of time are 
appended to the building and 
are 
recommended to the serious consid­ 
eration of every one 
who 
contem ­ 
plates borrowing money . 
The bulle­ 
tin also advises the farm er to secure 
the lowest possible interest. 
At first 
sight this seem s too obvious to be 
worth mentioning. 
Of course, 
the 
interest should he as sm all as p ossi­ 
ble. 
Every body knows that — except 
the lender. 
But if the other 
rules 
are observed, if the borrower m ana­ 
ges his tinaneial affairs soundly , he 
will he surprised to find how much 
easier it is to obtain favorable terms. 
The right knd of lender 
does 
not 
want to foreclose 
m ortgages; 
he 
w ants his m oney hack with a 
fair 
profit, like any other merchant. For 
money that is borrowed w isely , for 
money that is sure to he repaid, he 
charges low interest. 


This, in fact, is why the Govern­ 
ment has published these rules for 
borrowers. 
It is not so much a m at­ 
ter of driving a shrewd bargain as it 
is of observing a few 
fundam ental 
principles which 
alone 
can 
make 


c r e d it a b le s s in g and n o t a c u r s e . 


1,000 men now in the county

Butler advises against

and 
getting 
prisoners there, 
lie pointed today 
to the satisfactory experiences of 
other states. 
One. he 
said,

tem porary shacks and sent men to 
them, and another had the prisoners 
live in tents from J uly to December 
until permanent quarters 
could be 
built. 
The plan for the Indiana farm 
is to build inexpensive quarters that 
will, however, he of solid and endur­ 
ing const ruction. 
W. 11. H art, an attorney here who 
w as on the com m ission appointed to

They 
are a dead loss to the community 
and in addition are teaching y ounger 
prisoners the advanced knowledge of 
crim e.” Hart said.

Prison Congress that Indiana jails 
are the state scandal. 
He is opti­ 
m istic over the prospect 
that the 
penal farm will alelviate Ibis situ a­ 
tion, and that ultim ately the question 
of the county jail will he

largely through the penal farm.

Niagara Falls, Ont., Ju ne 18.— As 
mediation now swings on throu gh 
conv ersation after conv ersation and 
conference 
after 
conference, 
this 
neck of the woods is a du ll and u n­ 
interesting sp ot for 
Mr. 
Ordinary 
Man. 
Far back throu gh the ages 
the cry of all rev olu tionists has been 
to restore the lands to the p oor p eon 
of Mex ico, bu t if a p oor p eon show­ 
ed u p arou nd the Clifton Hotel why re 
they are new endeav oring to settle 
his affairs he wou ld p robably not 
only lose his lands, bu t his shirt. 
It is p ay , p ay , p ay and the medir 
ators and delegates to the mediation 
conference are p ay ing at a liv ely rate. 
When 
it is all p u t down in cold 
figu res the cost of the conference 
here 
will be astou nding. 
After the 
first flu rry when sp ecial corresp on­ 
dents and near-dip lomats from ev ery 
direction flocked into Niagara Falls 
the colony has now simmered down, 
u ntil there are ay ^ox imatelv 50, in­ 
clu ding the 
mediators and 
their 
su ites, the Americans, Mex icans and 
newsp ap er 
corresp ondents. 
A con­ 
serv ativ e estimate of 
the 
av erage 
cost of “mediating” to each of these 
56 is $25 a day in hotel hills, meals 
and au tomobile hire. 
This makes 
the av erage daily 
ordinary “liv ing 
ex p enses” of the colony $1400 p er 
day . 
Figu ring on this basis media­ 
tion in the Mex ican trou ble has cost 
$39 ,200. 
Bu t war for the same 
length of time wou ld hav e cost far 
more, not to mention easu alitiCs. 
This does not, of cou rse, inclu de 
the salaries of clerks and the v ari­ 


ou s secretaries of the three media­ 
tors, the American and Mex ican del­ 
egation. There is also the incstima- 
table amou nt sp ent in telegrap h tolls 
by newsp ap ers: the cost of trans­ 
mitting long code messages between 
the Prosp ect Hou se and Washington; 
similar messages receiv ed and sent 
from Mex ico City and the commu ni­ 
cation the mediators hav e had with 
their own cou ntries. 
Bu t mediat­ 
ing is a great little sp ort with no time 
for thou ght as to ex p enses. The fol­ 
lowing is the general scheme of med­ 
iation as followed at Niagara Falls: 
At 11 o’clock each morning da 
Gama, of Brazil, Naon, of Argentina 
amKSu arez, of Chili, go to their con­ 
ference 
room. 
There is no set 
schedu le for the holding of conv ersa­ 
tions with the Mex ican or American 
delegates. 
Sometimes an 
engage­ 
ment may be made in adv ance, bu t 
not often. 
After gathering in the 
conference room and 
dip lomatically 
discu ssing the carp et on the floor or 
the weather, the Mex icans or Amer­ 
icans may be inv ited to ap p ear or 
ask that they be heard. 
If it is the 
Americans who are to be heard, the 
State 
Dep artment 
chau ffeu r 
is 
arou sed from the rear seat of his 
machine and he rolls u p in front of 
the Prosp ect Hou se. 
Ju stice Lamar, 
Frederick W. Lehann and their sec­ 
retary II. Perciv al Dodge, followed 
by Robert F. Rose, p ondorou s re­ 
p resentativ e of the Sate Dep artment, 
enter. 


The ear p rogresses from the Pros­ 
p ect Hou se to the Bridge where 
the 
env oy s Dodge. Rose and the chau ff­ 
eu r p ay ten cents each to p ass on to 
Canada. 
The ear circles the Clifton 
Hotel. 
Across the riv er the 
Falls 
are roaring and glistening 
in 
the 
su nlight. 
Stop p ing at the door the 
mediation delegation alights, dip lo­ 
matically and with great 
dignity . 
Ju dge Lehmann, howev er, can’t su p ­ 
p ress a lau gh and 
so 
he lau ghs. 
Newsp ap ermen greet the 
delegates 
and learn nothing. 
They enter the 
elev ator, ascend to the 
conference 
room, the 
doors are 
closed 
and 
mediation is on. 


The secret serv ice gu ard at the 
Clifton has been redu ced by two men, 
bu t whenev er a conv ersation 
is in 
p rogress a p air of the King’s sleu ths 
p ace back and forth before the door. 
They march solemnly and with dig­ 
nity befitting the occasion. 
After a 
time the American delegates 
come 
down stairs. 
Ju stice Lamar may 


or may not hav e something to say . 


He |*s ex tremely carefu l 
of 
ev ery 
word he u ses. 
He talks slowly and 
with ex treme cau tfon. 
When he is 
throu gh the job of tlie 
newsp ap er 
men is to decide what he meant. 
Ju stice Lamar comp ares the work 
of the corresp ondents here to fishing 
in a bath tu b. 
When there are no 
dev elop ments, he will say : 
“Now, there really are no fish in 
this tu b. 
There is nothing to 
say .” 
At other times he will declare: 
“There are fish in the 
tu b 
this 
time all right, bu t f can’t tell 
y ou 
what they are.” 
Interv iewed alone 
the 
Ju stice 
is v ery 
p leasant. 
It 
seems actu ally to p ain him some­ 
times that he cannot answer qu es­ 
tions asked him. 
When the Mex icans confer 
with 
the mediators they do not cau se as 
mu ch fu ss abou t the hotel as 
the 
Americans. 
Hav ing their rooms on 
the same floor as 
the 
conference 
room they slip in or ou t withou t a t­ 
tracting any attention. 


Fa m ily Boa t of tho Es k imo. 
The oomiak may be described as the 
“family boat" of the Eskimo. It is u sed 
by the men In whale and walru s bu nt­ 
ing and by the whole family du ring 
their annu al su mmer trip s, which they 
make to gather the winter store of flsb 
and berries. Then it p resents a sp ec­ 
tacle not soon forgotten. Crowded to 
the gu nwales with a mix ed assortment 
of men, women, children and dogs, to­ 
gether with p iles of p rov isions and 
hides and all the imp ediments of camp ­ 
ing, it mov es slowly along. A sail of 
white and colored drilling, sewn in al­ 
ternate strip s, or ev en of p atched 
skins, 
assists 
the 
laboring 
v essel 
throu gh the water. Some of the occu ­ 
p ants p addle when they feel like it, 
others scan the shore or watch the 
water rip p ling from the stern. If p rog­ 
ress Is too slow ev en for the Eskimo 
the dogs are p u t ashore, a stou t line of 
walru s hide is attached to the bow, and 
they tow the boat along. Su ch p arties 
are away all su mmer, or, rather, du ring 
the three months’ interv al which is not 
winter—a brief, beau tifu l season of u n­ 
ending delight—Wide World Magazine,
